To the inhabitants of the Town of Wolfeboro quali- 
fied to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster Me- 
morial Hall in said Town on the second Tuesday of 
March next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act upon 
the following subjects: 

ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, two Audi- 
tors, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, for the ensuing 
year, one Selectman for one year, one Selectman for 
three years, one Library Trustee and one Trustee of 
Trust Funds for three years, Town Constable, one 
Water Commissioner for one year, one Water Commis- 
sioner for two years and one Water Commissioner for 
three years. 

ARTICLE 2. To elect one or more Highway 
Agents, or instruct the Selectmen to appoint one High- 
way Agent. 

ARTICLE 3. To choose all other Town Officers 
and Agents. 

ARTICLE 4. To bring in your votes for the elec- 
tion of Delegates at large, Alternate Delegates at large, 
District Delegates and Alternate District Delegates to 
the National Conventions of the Democratic and Repub- 
lican parties, to be held for the purpose of nominating 
party candidates for President and Vice President of 
the United States. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to 
adopt the by-laws of the Selectmen regarding Sunday 
Moving Pictures, as follows: It shall be lawful on the 
Lord’s Day to conduct motion pictures, lectures, con- 
certs, theatricals, and vaudeville performances, but not 
earlier than six o’clock in the afternoon providing no 
unreasonable disturbance of peace and quiet is caused 
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thereby. The Selectmen shall make regulations as to 
such performances. 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to 
change the name of Main Street to Miles Road North 
and Miles Road South. 

ARTICLE 7. To see if, the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to issue serial notes or bonds of the Town 
for the purpose of refunding outstanding indebtedness 
as authorized by Chapter 48 of the Laws of 1935. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will raise and . 


appropriate the sum of twenty-five dollars as a tax on 
each hydrant, the same to be applied to the indebtedness 
of the Water System. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to hire a sum of money necessary to pay 
Town expenses in anticipation of taxes.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The changes in the economic world have to some 
extent been reflected in the public libraries. Here it 
is noticed in the types of books circulated. There are 
fewer fiction books loaned; but the demand for refer- 
ence works is good, also for books on problems of the 
day, and for those which tell, ‘““How to make things.” 
More and more we are borrowing from the State li- 
brary to meet these new demands. 

The question of service to sections of the town 
beyond the Precinct still remains a problem. The 
ideal arrangement would be a Book Delivery wagon 
which could go through the rural communities once a 
month for the exchange of books. This, to some ex- 
tent, might be carried on through volunteer service. 

Mrs. Linley Moore at Pleasant Valley, Mrs. Al- 
bert Elliott at South Wolfeboro, and Mrs. Helen 
Bryant at East Wolfeboro are maintaining small 
Book stations. 

*The circulation for the year has been 24,148 of 
these classes, fiction 14,758, non fiction 5,146, chil- 
dren’s 4,244. Average monthly circulation 2,028. 295 
Borrower’s cards have been issued. Books added by 
purchase 271, by gifts 55. The library now contains 
over 11;000 books.

REPORT OF AN EXAMINATION AND AUDIT OF 
THE ACCOUNTS OF THE TOWN OF 
WOLFEBORO 


October 15-25, 1935 


Made by the Municipal Accounting Department of the 
State Tax Commission 


Board of Selectmen, Wolfeboro, N. H.: 


Gentlemen: I submit herewith a report of my audit 
of the accounts of the Town of Wolfeboro, the Wolfe- 
boro Water Works, the Wolfeboro Fire Precinct (Elec- 
tric Light Department and Fire Department), and the 
Wolfeboro School District. 

Selectmen 

The Vouchers and Orders drawn by the Selectmen 
during the year 1934, and the period from February Ist 
to October 17th, 1935, were examined, together with 
the accompanying invoices and payrolls. The Vouch- 
ers were checked with the corresponding entries in the 
Selectmen’s Receipts and Payments Book to see if the 
correct amounts had been entered and the proper classi- 
fications made. 

Town Treasurer 

The accounts of the Town Treasurer for the same 
period as noted above were examined. The Treasurer’s 
receipts, aS recorded in the cash book, were checked by 
the source so far as it was possible to do this. All pay- 
ments were made by orders drawn by the Selectmen 
and counter-signed by the Treasurer. The balance on 
hand October 17, 1935 as shown by the Treasurer’s cash 
book, was $14,815.39. The balance in the Wolfeboro 
National Bank on the same day reconciled with this 
amount. 

Highway Agent 

The payrolls of the Highway Agent, Leslie M. 

Chamberlain, were examined and the total amounts of 
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these payrolls compared with the Vouchers drawn to 
cover same. Separate checks were issued by the High- 
way Agent to individual employees whose names ap- 
peared thereon. 


Tax Collector 

The accounts of Tax Collector, Abel Haley, for the 
tax levies of 1933, 1934 and 1935 were audited. The 
Collector’s remittances to the Treasurer, on account of 
collections for these years, were checked with the Treas- 
urer’s cash book record of receipts. Only very small 
balances of uncollected taxes were noted for the levies 
of 1933 and 1934. It was also noted that the Collector 
had advertised and sold property for delinquent taxes to 
protect the Town’s lien on such property in accordance 
with the provisions of the law. 


Town Clerk 
The Town Clerk’s records of motor vehicle permits 
and dog licenses issued during 1934 and 1935 to date 
of audit were checked as were also his remittances 
to the Treasurer on these accounts. 


Water Works 

The receipts and disbursements of the Treasurer 
of the Water Works for the year ending January 31, 
1935, and the period from February 1st to October 17, 
1935, were checked. The Treasurer’s cash book bal- 
ance on October 17th was $1,274 61. The balance in 
the Wolfeboro National Bank on the same date recon- 
ciled with this amount. A list of unpaid water rents 
for the five year period ending July 1, 1935, was drawn 
off and disclosed the fact that the total of the delinquent 
accounts for this period amounted to $10,607 75. The 
matter of this large amount of unpaid water bills was 
taken up with the Selectmen and Superintendent of the 
Water Department and it was decided that immediate 
action must be taken to enforce the collection of these 
accounts. 
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In 1936 the maturing notes and bonds of the Water 
Department together with the interest on outstanding 
indebtedness, will amount to approximately $10,000.00. 
In addition to this the ordinary maintenance cost will 
probably run from $3,000 to $4,000. It will, therefore, 
take between $13,000 and $14,000 to pay the operating 
expenses and debt service charges of the Water Depart- 
ment in 1936. For the past three years the collections 
of water rents have average between $8,500 and $9,000 
per year. 

In 1934 it became necessary for the department to 
borrow $3,300 from the Town, $500 of which was re- 
paid before the close of the year. If the Water depart- 
ment is to continue as a self liquidating proposition in- 
creased revenue must be obtained to meet expenses. 
It is possible that if a substantial amount can be realized 
from the collection of delinquent accounts and a larger 
percentage of current bills paid, expenses can be met. 
Otherwise rates would probably have to be raised. To 
have to resort to this latter method at present would be 
highly undesirable and it is hoped, unnecessary. The 
resumption of the tax on hydrants would produce some 
additional revenue, but this in itself would not be 
enough to balance the budget of the Water Department 
unless it is supplemented by increased collections of 
water rents. 

Trustees of Trust Funds 

The securities and savings bank books in which 
the principal of trust funds are invested were examined 
and the balance of income of the various funds verified. 


School District 
The accounts of the Wolfeboro School District for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1935, and the period from 
July 1st to October 23rd 1935 were audited. The pay- 
ments on account of School District appropriations as 
shown in the Selectmen’s records were compared with 
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the School District Treasurer’s cash book record show- 
ing the receipt of such appropriation payments. The 
vouchers drawn by the School Board were examined, 
together with supporting invoices and payrolls. The 
District Treasurer’s record of disbursements was com- 
pared with the School Board’s orders authorizing such 
disbursements to be made. Reconcilement of the Dis- 
trict Treasurer’s cash book and bank balance was made 
as of October 23, 1935. 


Wolfeboro Fire Precinct, Electric Light Dept. 


The receipts and expenditures of the Electric Light 
Department, as shown by the records of William J. 
Britton, Treasurer, were audited for the fiscal year 
ending March 15, 1935, and the period from March 15th 
to October 22, 1935. The Treasurer’s balance on this 
date was found to be $2,852 94. This reconciled with 
the bank balance on the same date. The “Depreciation 
Fund” of the Electric Light Department, amounting to 
$26,291.28 on October 22, 1935 was deposited in the 
following banks:

An examination of the accounts of Victor M. 
Hodge, Commissioner, showed that for a period cover- 
ing the last three years there were accumulated unpaid 
bills for electric lights and power amounting to some- 
what over $10,000. Here again, as in the case of the 
Water Department, the Commissioners were urged to 
take action to enforce the collection of delinquent ac- 
counts. 
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Fire Department 

The receipts and expenditures of the Fire Depart- 
ment from February lst, 1934 to October 23rd, 1935, 
were audited. All disbursements were made by order 
checks signed by the Commissioners and countersigned 
by the Treasurer. The cash balance of the Fire Depart- 
ment, as of October 23, 1935, reconciled with the bank 
balance on this date. | 

NO DISCREPANCIES OR IRREGULARITIES 
were discovered in the accounts of any officer of the 
Town, School District or Precinct. 

Special mention is made of the very complete and 
well kept records of Mr. Ralph S. Parker, Clerk of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

The appreciation of this department is expressed 
to the Town, School District and Precinct officials for 
the time spent and assistance rendered during the 
course of the audit.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Wolfeboro, N. H.: 


Your Health Officer submits an annual report as 
follows: 


1. CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 

Twenty-three cases of scarlet fever occurred dur- 
ing the year, most of them the remainder of the epi- 
demic of 1934. In October two isolated cases occurred. 
There were no deaths, and no serious complications. 
Two cases of Brucellosis came to the attention of the 
department, one of which was in a resident of the town, 
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the other from a distant state. Steps were taken to 
eliminate the milk supply as a source of contagion. I 
believe the infection did not come from this food. 
Sporadic cases are being reported all over the state, and 
it is obvious that there are many infected herds, but all 
evidence eliminates a local milk supply as a cause in 
the one instance mentioned above. 


227 CUOENICS 

The health officer, with the Rotary Club, the Hug- 
gins Hospital and the Wolfeboro Woman’s Club assist- 
ing, has held medical clinics during the year. Cancer 
clinics have been held at the hospital each month. All 
people who have presented themselves have received 
complete examination and advice. One diphtheria im- 
munization clinic was held in the summer at which 
sixty-one children were vaccinated. 


3. FOOD EXAMINATIONS 


The water supply of our town has been, as usual, 
Supervised very competently by the commissioner, Mr. 
George R. Britton. Samples of food, especially milk, 
have been sent to the state department laboratory and 
reports have been very commendatory. The milk pro- 
ducers of this town are obviously conscientious men 
who are trying to produce a clean product, and the re- 
ports from Concord show that they are succeeding. 
Pasteurization of all our milk supply should soon be 
arranged. A community pasteurizer, or one where all 
milk can be cared for is a modern necessity. I hope 
we can, in the near future, offer this advantage to our 
people. By means of pasteurization we can eliminate 
all milk born disorders. 

May I express my gratitude to you gentlemen for 
your continued support? I should like to commend, for 
their interest in public health the Wolfeboro Woman’s 
Club and the Wolfeboro Rotary Club. The Red Cross, 
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and its incomparable nurse, Mrs. Susanne Patten, has 
given invaluable assistance to the department.
